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Printers    and    the    Law. 


Some     Legal     Points     upon     which 
Printers  Need  to  be  Well-informed. 


Mr.  C.  G.  Conolly,  M.A..  LL.B.,  lectured  at 
St.  Bride's  Institute  on  Friday,  on  "  Printers 
and  the  Law,"  the  Rev.  Arthur  Taylor  being 
in  the  chair. 

Going  back  to  the  days  of  the  Tudors,  the 
lecturer  remarked  that  the  first  statutory  pro- 
visions were  for  the  encouragement  and  pro- 
tection of  the  new  art.  Within  a  very  few 
years  of  Caxton's  setting  up  his  press  at 
Westminster,  namely  in  1483,  there  was  in- 
serted in  an  Act  a  proviso  that  nothing  in  it 
should  hinder  any  person  from  "  bringing  into 
this  realm  orselling  by  retail  or  otherwise  any 
books  written  or  printed."  Moreover,  in  1534 
an  Act  was  passed  to  give  protection  or  pre- 
ference to  printers  in  this  country  by  putting 
a  tax  of  6s.  8d.  per  volume  on  imported  books. 
And  patents  "  for  or  concerning  printing  " 
were  expressly  excepted  from  the  Statute  of 
Monopolies  of  1623. 

Monopolies,  however,  were  granted  for  the 
execution  of  certain  classes  of  printing.  The 
Crown  still  exercises  its  common  law  or  pre- 
rogative right  of  exclusively  printing  Acts  of 
Parliament  and  other  public  documents,  and, 
as  head  of  the  Church,  the  Bible  and  the 
Book  of  Common  Prayer.  The  Controller  of 
the  Stationery  Office  is  by  letters  patent 
King's  Printer  of  all  Acts  of  Parliament.  The 
right  of  printing  the  Bible  and  the  Book  of 
Common  Prayer  is  granted  by  letters  patent 
to  private  firms. 

Press  Censorship. 

Mr.  Conolly  went  on  to  speak  of  the  less 
beneficial  legislation  which  imposed  licensing 
or  censorship  upon  the  printing  press.  He 
mentioned  that  Elizabeth's  Royal  Injunctions 
of  1559  contain  a  command  that  no  book 
should  be  printed  unless  licensed  by  the 
Queen,  or  by  six  of  her  Privy  Council,  or  by 


the  Archbishops  or  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese. 
Later,  legislation  became  still  more  oppres- 
sive. An  ordinance  of  the  Star  Chamber  of 
1585  provides  that  "  no  person  shall  erect  any 
press  until  the  excessive  multitude  of  printers 
.  .  .  be  abated  .  .  .  or  otherwise  brought 
to  so  small  a  number  of  masters  or  owners  of 
printing  houses  being  of  ability  and  good 
behaviour  as  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury 
and  Bishop  of  London  for  the  time  being 
shall  thereupon  think  it  requisite  and  con- 
venient to  be  erected  and  set  up."  By  a  later 
decree,  issued  in  1637,  the  Star  Chamber  pro- 
vided that  no  book  shall  be  printed  unless 
first  licensed  and  registered  with  the  Sta- 
tioners' Company ;  a  strict  censorship  was 
provided ;  there  were  to  be  no  more  than 
twenty  master  printers,  as  well  as  the  King's 
printer  and  the  printers  to  the  two  Universi- 
ties; the  number  of  printing  presses  were 
limited:  only  four  founders  of  letters  were 
allowed ;  the  number  of  apprentices  were 
limited;  the  right  of  search  by  the  wardens 
of  the  Stationers'  Company  confirmed  ;  one 
copy  of  every  book  was  to  be  sent  to  the 
Stationers'  Company  for  the  Bodleian 
Library. 

This  system  of  the  control  of  the  Press  was 
so  much  in  accord  with  public  opinion  that  it 
was  not  affected  by  any  of  the  multitudinous 
changes  of  the  Long  Parliament  or  the  Com- 
monwealth era.  One  of  the  Acts  establishing 
the  Restoration  regime  was  a  Licensing  Act 
enacting  nearly  all  the  provisions  of  the  1637 
decree.  In  1645,  this  decree  was  discontinued 
after  a  dispute  between  Lords  and  Commons, 
in  which,  as  Macaulay  has  pointed  out,  the 
Licensing  Act  was  not  condemned  on  the 
principle  of  the  liberty  of  the  Press  but  only 
on  the  ground  of  particular  incidental  griev- 
ances.    Henceforward   there  was  freedom  to 
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write  and  print  anything,  without  previous 
licence,  subject  to  the  risk  of  punishment  by 
the  ordinary  courts— that  is,  by  judge  and  jury 
for  defamation,  sedition,  blasphemy,  or 
obscenity. 

Ta.xation  and  Registration. 

This  almost  fortuitous  disappearance  of  the 
literary  censor  was  in  part  the  cause  of  the 
great  growth  of  newspapers  and  pamphlets  in 
the  eighteenth  century.  Printed  matter  being 
seen  to  offer  a  fruitful  source  of  revenue, 
the  victories  of  Marlborough  and  the  conquest 
of  India  and  Canada  were  in  part  provided 
for  by  heavy  taxation  upon  the  output  of  the 
printing  press.  An  Act  of  179S  required  the 
registration  of  all  newspapers  and  their  pro- 
prietors, printers  and  publishers,  and  the 
names  of  the  printer  and  publisher  were  to  be 
printed  on  every  paper.  An  Act  of  1799  ex- 
tended the  registration  system  to  all  printers 
and  to  letter  founders  and  makers  and  sellers 
of  printing  presses  ;  the  name  and  abode  of 
the  printer  to  be  printed  on  ever\'  book  or 
paper,  under  a  penalty  of  ;^2o  per  copy  re- 
coverable by  any  common  informer;  and  a 
copy  of  every  paper  printed  was  to  be  retained 
by  the  printer.  These  requirements  were  con- 
tinued down  to  1869.  when  by  the  Newspaper 
Printers  and  Reading  Rooms  Repeal  Act  these 
taxation  and  registration  statutes  were  re- 
pealed with  the  excepiion  of  the  requirements 
set  out  in  the  second  schedule  to  that  Act. 

This  schedule  comprises  nearly  all  the  posi- 
tive law  which  now  specially  affects  printers 
—i.e.,  nearly  all  the  law  requiring  printers  to 
do  something;  it  preserves  the  previous 
statutory  requirements  as  to  printers' imprints 
and  as  to  preservation  of  copies. 

The  Imprint. 

The  requirement  of  the  imprint  of  the 
printers  name  had,  as  we  have  seen,  orginally 
been  imposed  by  the  Act  of  1799.  As  it  stands, 
the  requirement  is  of  the  printer's  name  and 
usual  place  of  abode  or  business  in  legible 
characters  "  upon  any  paper  or  book  whatso- 
ever, which  shall  be  meant  to  be  published  or 
dispersed  "—i.e..  on  the  front  of  a  paper 
printed  on  one  side  only  or  upon  the  first  and 
last  leaf  of  every  paper  or  book  of  more 
than  one  leaf ; -the  penalty  upon  the  printer 
and  upon  "  every  person  who  shall  publish  or 
disperse,  or  assist  in  publishing  or  dispersing  ' 
is  not  m.ore  than  £s  per  copy.  There  is  a  long 
list  of  important  exceptions  (a)  engravings; 
(b)  the  printing  by  letterpress  of  address  head- 
ings, business  cards,  price  lists  or  catalogues 
of  goods  dealt  in  and  papers  as  to  sale  of 
■estates  or  goods  by  auction  ;  (c)  bank  notes, 
bills  of  exchange  or  promissory  notes,  bonds, 
bills  of  lading,  policies  of  insurance,  letters  of 
attorney,  deeds  or  agreements,  share  transfers, 
dividend  warrants,  receipts,  law  proceedings, 
papers  printed  by  the  authority  of  any  public 
board  or  public  office. 

The  printer  or  publisher  in  default  is  no 
longer  at  the  mercy  of  the  common  informer, 
as  the  £5  penalty  can  only  be  sued  for  by  the 
Law  Officers  of  the  Crown. 

It  is  also  probable  that  the  customer  could 


not  be  compelled  to  pay  for  a  job  in  which 
the  imprint  was  wrongly  omitted. 

There  is  a  special  statutory  requirement  in 
respect  of  "  every  bill,  placard  or  poster  hav- 
ing reference  to  an  election."  The  penalty  for 
the  omission  of  the  name  and  address  of  the 
printer  and  publisher  is  i^ioo  per  copy  ;  it  is 
imposed  on  the  printer,  publisher  or  the  bill- 
poster. This  applies  to  practically  all  public 
elections. 

Preservation  of  Copies. 

The  other  provision  of  the  1799  Act  which 
remains  in  force  is  that  requiring  a  printer  to 
preserve  for  six  months  a  copy  of  every  paper 
printed  by  him,  and  to  produce  it  on  derhand 
to  any  justice  of  the  peace  requiring  to  see  it 
within  that  period;  the  name  of  the  person 
employing  him  to  print  it  is  to  be  written  or 
printed  on  the  copy  ;  the  penalty  is  £"20  to  be 
sued  for  by  the  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown 
within  three  months  of  the  offence.  The  Act 
does  not  apply  to  Parliamentary  papers, 
address  headings  and  business  cards  and 
papers  relating  to  the  sale  of  estates  or  goods 
by  auction. 

Newspaper  Registration. 

Another  survival  of  the  Georgian  policy  of 
registration  is  contained  in  the  Newspaper 
Libel  and  Registration  Act  of  1881.  The  prin- 
cipal effect  of  that  Act  is  to  give  to  news- 
paper proprietors  a  certain  relief  in  respect  of 
libel  proceedings,  but,  as  a  sort  of  condition, 
it  requires  the  registration  of  the  titles  of  news- 
papers and  the  names  and  addresses  of  the 
proprietors.  This,  as  we  have  seen,  was  first 
imposed  by  the  Act  of  1798.  It  concerns 
printers  because  the  duty  of  making  the  pre- 
scribed annual  return  in  the  month  of  July  to 
the  Registrar  of  Joint  Stock  Companies  at 
Somerset  House,  is  put  upon  "  the  printers 
and  publishers  for  the  time  being."  The  word 
newspaper  is  defined  as  "  any  paper  contain- 
ing public  news  intelligence  or  occurrences 
or  any  remarks  or  observation  thereon  printed 
for  sale  or  published  .  .  .  periodically  or 
in  parts  or  number  of  intervals  not  exceeding 
twenty-six  days." 

Advertising  and  Other  Restrictions. 

The  lecturer  dealt  next  with  some  of  the 
other  risks  chiefly  affecting  printers  of  news- 
papers. 

(a)  It  is  an  offence  under  the  Larceny  Act 
of  1861  to  advertise  publicly  a  reward  for  the 
return  of  any  stolen  or  lost  property  using 
words  '  purporting  that  no  questions  will  be 
asked'  or  that  the  reward  will  be  given  '  with- 
out seizing  or  making  any  inquiry  after  the 
person  producing  such  property  '  or  offering 
to  return  to  any  pawnbroker  the  money  paid 
or  advanced  by  him  thereon.  The  printer  is 
liable,  as  well  as  the  employer  and  publisher, 
for  the  penalty  of  £"50. 

(b)  Under  an  Act  of  1836  it  is  an  offence  to 
print  or  publish  any  foreign  lottery  or  any 
lottery  not  authorised  by  Act  of  Parliament  or 
the  sale  of  any  ticket,  chance  or  share  therein. 
The  penalty  is  ;<f50  for  each  offence,  recover- 
able in  the  case  of  newspapers  by  the  Law 
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Officers  of  the  Crown,  but  otherwise  upon  the 
suit  of  a  common  informer. 

(c)  Among  the  weapons  of  the  law  which 
are  out  of  use,  although  still  extant,  is  one 
making  it  a  misdemeanour  to  spread  any 
false  rumour  with  intent  to  decry  or  to  en- 
hance the  price  of  any  goods  or  merchandise 
or  the  price  of  stocks. 

(d)  The  newspaper  printer  is  also  liable  to 
proceedings  for  Contempt  of  Court.  The  pro- 
ceedings are  usually  taken  in  respect  of  im- 
proper comments  upon  a  case  which  is  before 
the  Courts  and  not  decided,  but  the  principle 
is  wider  than  this.  The  criterion  of  the 
offence  is  that  it  must  be  such  that  '  any 
ordinary  person  must  have  known  it  to  be  an 
interference  with  justice." 

Libel. 

"Of  all  branches  of  the  general  law," said 
Mr.  Conolly,  "  that  which,  as  it  seems  to  me, 
is  of  most  importance  to  printers  is  the  law 
of  Libel.  It  is  that  alone  which  would  make 
me  lie  awake  o'  nights."  He  remarked  that  it 
wap  not  possible  to  enter  upon  this  subject  in 
any  detail,  for  its  complexity  and  technicality 
would  require  more  than  one  paper.  It  is 
commonly  known  that  a  libel  may  be  the 
subject  of  criminal  proceedings  or  of  a  civil 
action;  but,  as  criminal  prosecutions  for  libel 
are  comparatively  rare  and  are  not  likely  to 
b-e  instituted  against  ^a  printer  except  for 
somewhat  gross  and  obvious  transgressions  ; 
and  as  in  respect  of  newspaper  libels,  the 
prosecution  can  only  be  instituted  by  the  Law 
Officers  of  the  Crown,  he  said  he  would  deal 
only  with  civil  actions  for  libel.  A  definition 
was  desirable  :—"  A  libel  is  a  written  state- 
ment, published  without  lawful  justification 
or  excuse,  calculated  to  convey  to  those  to 
whom  it  is  published  an  imputation  on  the 
plaintiff,  injurious  to  him  in  his  trade  or  hold- 
ing him  up  to  hatred,  contempt  or  ridicule." 
Scores  of  cases  might  be  cited  in  respect  of 
each  of  these  phrases  establishing  principles 
and  drawing  distinctions. 

The  essential  feature  of  a  libel  is  the  publi- 
cation—i.e.,  "  the  exhibiting  it  in  public  or 
causing  it  to  be  read  or  seen  ;  or  showing  or 
delivering  it  or  causing  it  to  be  shown  or  de- 
livered with  a  view  to  its  being  seen  by  some 
person  other  than  the  person  defamed." 

The  printer  of  a  libel  is  therefore  liable  to 
an  action  for  libel  (indeed,  to  a  prosecution 
also)  just  as  much  as  the  man  who  is  the 
technical  "publisher";  and  not  the  master 
printer  alone,  but  his  workmen,  who  actually 
do  the  work,  equally  with  him  also,  provided 
they  knew  the  nature  of  the  matter  com- 
plained of,  or  but  for  their  negligence,  might 
have  known.  That  is  to  say,  the  compositor 
and  the  proof- reader,  the  pressman  and  the 
overseer  are  all  liable  as  well  as  the  master 
printer,  because,  of  course,  no  orders  of  a 
master  can  justify  the  commission  of  a  wrong 
to  a  third  person  ;  but  the  compositor  and  the 
pressman  would  probably  plead,  with  success, 
that  their  duties  being  merely  mechanical, 
they  had  no  knowledge,  nor  duty  to  have 
knowledge,  of  the  nature  of  what  they  were 
publishing;  and,  in  fact,  actions  against 
printers  other  than  the  master  printer  are  ex- 


ceedingly rare,  for  the  sufficient  reason  that 
the  recovery  of  damages  and  costs  would,  in 
most  cases,  be  uncertain. 

It  is  worth  pointingout  that  the  master  printer 
cannot  avail  himself  of  the  fact  that  he  acted 
under  the  instructions  of  the  publisher  ac- 
cording to  his  contract  with  him,  because 
these  instructions  cannot  justify  him  to  the 
injured  party.  Further,  he  cannot  claim  any 
reimbursement  from  the  publisher  of  the 
damages  which  he  may  be  made  to  pay,  if 
the  nature  of  the  case  is  such  that  he  must  be 
presumed  to  have  known  that  he  was  doing  an 
unlawful  act.  On  the  other  hand,  there  is  no 
reason  why  a  properly  drawn  undertaking  by 
the  publisher  to  indemnify  the  printer  against 
any  damages  and  costs  which  he  may  incur, 
should  not  be  enforced  unless  the  act  to  be  done 
is  manifestly  illegal  or  xvrongful,  and  the 
prudent  printer  will,  therefore,  insert  such 
a  clause  in  any  contract  where  it  is  at  all 
likely  that  the  work  may  lead  to  trouble. 
Before  passing  from  the  subject  of  publica- 
tion, il  may  be  noted  that  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  whether  the  matter  in  question 
be  a  libel  or  not,  the  intention  of  the  publisher 
is  immaterial.  A  man  may  libel  another 
quite  unwittingly  and  be  held  responsible,  of 
which  a  good  illustration  is  the  class  of  case 
where  in  commercial  intelligence  publica- 
tions the  name  of  a  firm  is,  by  mistake,  put 
under  "  Bankruptcies  "  instead  of  under  "  Dis- 
solutions of  partnership."  A  strong  and 
somewhat  alarming  extension  of  the  principle 
is  the  decision  that  you  may  be  held  to  have 
libelled  a  man  of  whose  existence  you  have 
never  heard — this  was  in  the  case  where 
a  newspaper  referred  with  some  jocu- 
larity to  the  way  in  which  his  we§k-ends  were 
spent  by  a  certain  Artemus  Jones,  a  person 
who,  for  them,  was  entirely  fictitious,  and  an 
action  was  successfully  brought  by  a  very  re- 
spectable barrister  of  that  name.

A  contributor  to  the  Times  (Trade  Supple- 
ment) devotes  a  column  to  recommending  the 
production  of  house  magazines  by  business 
firms.

part  of  employees;  id)  A  clearing-house  of 
bright,  new  ideas  ;  (e)  A  mentor  of  staff  and 
clients  as  well  ;  (/)  A  kindly  critic  or  a  com- 
plimentary friend.

The  Question  of  Managers'  Wages. 


Consideration  was  given  to  several  matters 
of  business,  also  to  an  important  suggestion 
regarding  the  standardising  of  wages,  at  the 
March  meetmg  of  the  Printers'  Managers  and 
Overseers  (the  Parent)  Association,  held  at  the 
•Old  Bell."  Holborn.  on  the  2nd  inst.  The 
meeting  later  resolved  itself  into  an  enjoyable 
smoking  concert,  arranged  by  the  Lecture  and 
Entertainment  Committee.  The  chair  was 
occupied  by  the  president,  Mr.  A.  E.  Jarvis. 

After  the'customary  reading  and  confirma- 
tion of  the  minutes,  the  election  of  new  mem- 
bers was  proceeded  with,  the  following 
gentlemen  being  welcomed  into  the  Associa- 
tion :— Mr.  R.  O.  Cook  (Messrs.  Waterlow  and 
Sons,  Ltd..  Dunstable.  Overseer— Compos- 
ing) :  Mr.  D.  W.  Crighton  (Goverment  Press, 
United  Provinces,  Allahabad,  India.  Deputy 
Superintendent) :  Mr.  Alfred  Peacock  (Messrs. 
Wilkmson,  Haywood  Clark,  Ltd.,  Caledonian 
Works,  Poplar.  E.14.  Works  Manager);  Mr. 
E.  Saunders  (Messrs.  Geo.  Pulman  and  Sons, 
Wealdstone.  Overseer— Letterpress  Machine- 
Room) ;  Mr.  W.  J.  Todd  (Messrs.  Waterlow 
and  Sons,  Ltd.,  Dunstable.  Assistant  Works 
Manager);  Mr.  T.  Washington  (Messrs. 
Howard  and  Jones,  Ltd.  Overseer— Letter- 
press Machine-f^oom). 

The  next  business  was  the  election  of  an 
auditor  to  take  the  place  of  Mr.  G.  H.  T. 
Freeman,  who  is  now  in  the  council.  There 
were  only  two  nominations  for  the  office,  Mr. 
J.  French  and  Mr.  J.  Stevenson.  On  a  show 
of  hands  being  taken,  Mr.  French  was  declared 
elected. 

On  a  suggestion  being  made  that  the  audi- 
tor's fee  should  be  increased,  the  President  re- 
quested that  the  proposal  be  brought  up  ag^in 
in  proper  order. 

Consideration  was  next  given  to  the  coun- 
cil's recommendation  "To  co-opt  Mr.  E.  H. 
Berryman  on  the  council  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  election  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Gill  as 
Financial  Secretary."  It  was  pointed  out  that 
Mr.  Berryman,  as  editor  of  the  Association's 
magazine,  is  present  at  council  meetings,  and 
it  was  thought  onlv  right  and  proper  that  so 
capable  a  man  as  he  should  be  given  a  voice 
on  the  council.  The  adoption  of  the  recom- 
mendation havingbeen  proposed  andseconded, 
the  motion  was  carried  without  discussion. 
rianagers'  and  Overseers'  Wages. 

The  meeting  being  thrown  open  for  general 
business, 

Mr.  H.  Blackwell  raised  the  question  of 
wages.  He  said  members  had  probably  all 
heard  with  gratification  of  the  success  of  their 
Scottish  centres  in  securing  a  60  per  cent,  mini- 
mum increase  on  the  pre-war  wages  of  over- 


seers. He  hoped  that  what  their  Scottish 
friends  had  done  they  would  be  able  to  do  for 
I^ondon  members.  He  spoke  of  the  substan- 
tial increases  granted  to  piece  workers,  'stab 
hands  and  lino  operators,  and  cited  cases  of 
machine  operators  receiving  between  £12  and 
£iS  a  week.  Contrasting  these  conditions 
with  those  in  which  managers  and  overseers 
find  themselves,  he  referred  to  two  cases  known^ 
to  himself  where  men  holding  responsible 
positions  had  been  flatly  refused  a  propor- 
tionate increase  in  wages. 

Mr.  Blackwell  asked  leave  to  move  the 
following  resolution  :  "  That  the  council  be 
instructed  to  elect  a  special  committee  of  six 
of  their  number,  three  to  visit  the  Newspaper 
Proprietors'  Association  and  three  the  London 
Master  Printers'  Association,  to  place  our  case 
before  these  two  bodies,  and  endeavour  to- 
obtain  a  standard  rate  above  the  journey- 
men's wages  for  all  overseers  and  managers." 
The  object  of  the  committee  would  be  to 
obtain  from  the  two  associations  a  recommen- 
dation on  the  lines  of  that  secured  at  Edin- 
burgh. He  concluded  by  reading  a  letter 
written  to  the  Newspaper  World,  indicating 
the  existing  need  that  some  action  be  taken. 

The  President  said  that  although  he  was 
pleased  to  have  the  matter  raised  he  could 
not  accept  such  a  resolution  that  evening.  It 
concerned  every  member  of  the  London 
branch,  and  he  thought  that  to  be  in  order 
Mr.  Blackwell  would  have  to  give  notice  of 
the  motion. 

The  General  Secretary  and  several  other 
gentlemen  spoke  on  the  subject,  universal 
agreement  being  expressed  with  the  purport 
of  Mr.  Blackwell's  remarks.  It  was  pointed 
out  that  a  standard  increase  above  pre-war 
wages  would  not  meet  the  case,  as  there  were 
members  whose  pre-war  remuneration  was 
quite  inadequate.  On  the  other  hand,  empha- 
sis was  laid  on  the  fact  that  owing  to  the 
wide  differences  between  the  work  and  the 
working  conditions  of  overseers,  it  would  be 
impracticable  to  fix  a  uniform  standard  rate. 

It  was  eventually  decided  that  a  special 
general  meeting  be  called  to  consider  the 
matter. 

Annual  Dinner. 

Referring  to  arrangements  for  the  annual 
dinner  of  the  association  and  the  Bohemian 
concert,  the  Secretary  mentioned  that  great 
difficulty  had  been  experienced  in  regard  to 
obtaining  suitable  accommodation.  In  the 
circumstances  the  council  thought  best  to 
book  a  hall  for  a  date  in  the  autumn  for 
both  events. 

The  President  announced  that  Mr.  E.  H. 
Berryman  was  reported  to  be  "  going  on  very 
nicely  indeed."    (Applause.) 

Announcement  was  also  made  that  in  the 
pension  election  of  March  13th  the  associa- 
tion's candidate  was  Mr.  J.  J.  Jacobs,  for 
whom  votes  were  asked. 

Members  were  reminded  of  a  concert  to  be 
held  on  March  26th  at  the  Bishopsgate  Insti- 
tute for  the  Lowndes  Pension  Fund. 

At  this  point  the  meeting  was  declared 
special,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the 
following  proposed  amendment   to    Rule  q. 
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Clause  (IV) :  "  Any  member  of  the  council 
being  absent  for  three  consecutive  meetings 
without  satisfactory  explanation  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  resigned  his  seat." 

After  a  short  discussion  this  amendment 
was  agreed  to  nem  con. 

Smoking  Concert. 

The  meeting  then  resolved  into  an  ordinary 
general  meeting,  taking  the  form  of  a  mem- 
bers' smoking  concert.  Many  acceptable 
items  were  contributed  to  the  concert  pro- 
gramme, all  the  contributors  being  heartily 
applauded,  and  being  accorded  a  cordial  vote 
of  thanks  at  the  close.  Mr.  W.  H.  Gill  (son 
■of  the  association's  financial  secretary), 
opened  with  a  pianoforte  selection  ;  he  also 
acted  as  accompanist  to  the  singers.  Songs 
were  rendered  by  Miss  Curtis  (who  also  contri- 
buted an  effective  monologue),  by  Mr.  A.  T. 
Condliff,  Mr.  C.  R.  Earl,  Mr.  G.  F.  Roos,  and 
Mr.  Ralph  Pugh  (son  of  the  senior  trustee). 
Mr.  J.  J.Smith  convulsed  the  company  by  a 
series  of  short  stories.  Mr.  A.  H.  De  la  Rue, 
also  made  a  successful  apoearance  as  racon- 
teur. The  entertainment  committee  was 
warmly  thanked  by  the  Secretary  and  Mr. 
Bateman  for  the  success  of  their  efforts  in 
arranging  the  concert. 

In  the  course  of  the  evening  it  was  an- 
nounced that,  after  consideration  of  forth- 
coming engagements,  it  had  been  agreed  that 
March  23rd  was  the  most  suitable  date  for  the 
proposed  special  general  meeting  on  the  sub- 
ject of  salaries.  Request  was  made  that 
members  who  had  any  suggestions  to  offer  in 
the  matter  should  communicate  them  to  the 
•General  Secretary  before  the  i6th  instant,  in 
•order  that  the  council  might  fully  consider 
them. 


•Printing    Machinery  from  the  Engineer's 
Standpoint. 


Mr.  H.  Lee,  chief  draughtsman,  Messrs. 
Furnival  and  Co.,  lectured  in  the  Municipal 
College  of  Technology  on  Saturday,  the  title 
being  "  Printing  Machinery  from  the  Engi- 
neer's Standpoint." 

During  the  course  of  his  remarks  he  stated 
that  printers  were  so  exacting  as  to  register 
that  they  demanded  machinery  that  would 
produce  work  that  would  pass  a  magnifying 
.glass  test.  Briefly,  some  of  the  qualifications 
are  :  Solid  impression  for  every  size  of  form  ; 
not  faulty  impression  across  the  middle  of  the 
form ;  perfect  register  everywhere,  as  some 
machines  might  register  at  the  grip  edge  and 
not  at  the  tail  edge,  or  vice-versa,  and  some 
registered  in  thecentre,  but  not  at  the  gripper 
and  tail  edges  ;  good  inking  power ;  sensitive 
damping  arrangement  on  the  lithographic 
machine ;  perfect  delivery  arrangement  so 
that  the  sheet  when  printed  would  not  be- 
come smeared  during  delivery  ;  machine 
should  be  built   for  the  convenience  of  the 


machine  minder,  as  some  machines  on  the 
market  occupied  so  much  of  the  minder's 
time  that  he  was  unable  to  pay  proper  atten- 
tion to  the  work  being  produced  ;  in  fact,  as 
one  employer  once  stated,  the  accurate  ma- 
chine must  be  fool-proof.  In  past  years 
American  engineers  had  based  the  life  of  a 
machine  at  ten  years,  and  it  should  then  be 
scrapped.  The  average  British  printer  ex- 
pected good  work  off  a  machine  at  the  end  of 
twenty  years,  and  British  engineers  endea- 
voured to  attain  that  standard.  Of  course  a 
great  deal  depended  on  the  various  machine 
minders  who  handled  the  machine.  Litho 
flat-bed  machines,  owing  to  the  weight  of  the 
stones,  had  to  sacrifice  speed  because  of  the 
strain  in  the  backward  and  forward  motions 
of  the  bed. 

By  numerous  diagrams  and  lantern  illus- 
trations, Mr.  Lee  explained  the  mechanism  of 
the  ordinary  litho  flat-bed  and  letterpress 
Wharfedale  machines  and  the  more  modern 
offset  and  two-colour  rotary  machines. 

In  the  discussion  which  followed,  the 
lecturer  stated  that  the  remedy  when  a  cylin- 
der jumped  out  of  the  pitch  was  to  raise  it 
and  set  it  again.  The  trip  on  the  latest  ma- 
chines did  not  allow  it  to  take  place  whilst 
the  cylinders  were  in  contact.  On  some  old 
machines  the  trip  came  into  operation  at  any 
point,  and  the  minder  would  find  that  he  had 
half  a  print  on  a  sheet,  then  when  he  threw 
the  trip  out  of  motion,  his  next  print  would 
have  half  single  print  and  half  the  sheet 
double  printed,  thereby  spoiling  two  print- 
ings. He  agreed  with  one  of  the  members 
who  stated  that  an  offset  machine  would  not 
stand  playing  with.  Register  was  one  of 
those  trying  things  in  the  life  of  a  machine 
minder,  and  could  only  be  obtained  by  experi- 
ence and  education,  and  the  more  the  young 
printer  knew  about  the  mechanism  of  the 
machine  under  his  care  the  better  he  would 
be  able  to  execute  his  work.

Current  Topics. 


One  Big  Printing  Union? 

In  the  matter  of  negotiations  between  mas- 
ters and  men  in  the  printing  industry,  a 
feature  of  the  case  felt  by  both  sides  to  be  very 
unfortunate  has  been  the  multiplicity  of 
unions  comprised  in  the  industry.  Though 
attempts  have  been  made  at  amalgamation 
among  the  twenty-three  or  so  different  unions 
in  which  the  workers  are  organised,  one  diffi- 
culty has  hitherto  proved  insuperable, 
namely  the  difficulty  of  agreeing  the  terms 
upon  which  London,  with  its  unique  condi- 
tions, should  become  a  branch  of  a  national 
union.  We  understand,  however,  that  con- 
ferences are  at  the  present  time  attacking  this 
problem  once  more,  and  those  taking  part  in 
the  negotiations  express  themselves  opti- 
mistically as  to  the  possibility  of  a  satis- 
factory agreement  being  reached.

The  Central  School  of  Printing. 

We  understand  the  question  of  a  site  for  a 
Central  Printing  School  on  the  south  side  of 
the  river  is  still  under  consideration  by  the 


Education  Committee  of  the  London  County 

Council.  It  was  at  one  time  hoped  that  a 
start  could  have  been  made  in  the  new  build- 
ing during  the  present  year,  but  this  is  now 
thouglit  to  be  out  of  the  question.  Would  it  not 
be  well  if  every  opportunity  were  taken  by  the 
Printing  Trades  Technical  Council  and  others 
interested  to  push  the  matter  forward  so  that 
something  may  be  done  to  meet  the  pressing 
need  of  improved  technical  facilities  for 
those  engaged  in  tlie  printing  industry?  It  is 
rumoured  that  a  small  section  of  the  industry 
does  not  wish  to  co-operate  in  the  scheme  for 
centralisation.  Difference  of  opinion  in  the 
printers"  ranks  would  of  course  make  it  im- 
possible for  the  industry  to  put  forth  its  full 
strength  to  grasp  the  opportunity  which  is 
offered  to  the  craft.  The  importance  of  this 
opportunity,  as  well  as  the  high  esteem  in 
which  the  craft  is  held,  is  indicated  in  the  fol- 
lowing comments  which  appeared  recently  in 
the  Architect's  Journal:  "Redemption  of  the 
southern  bank  (of  the  Thames),  begun  in  real 
earnest  when  St.  Thomas's  Hospital  was 
erected  there,  and  advanced  mightily  when 
the  site  of  the  County  Hall  was  chosen,  will 
be  brought  appreciably  near  fruition  if  a  fine 
new  central  school  of  printing — London's 
chief  industry — is  erected  on  the  south  side  ; 
and  the  town-planning  improvement  implied 
must  be  backed  up  by  a  building  that  should 
be  as  noble  in  its  dimensions  as  in  its  design. 
For  it  will  house  a  noble  craft— which  indeed 
the  disciples  of  old  Caxton  delight  to  dignify 
as  the  '  art  preservative  of  arts.'  " 
*  «  « 
Hope  for  the  Printer. 
Belgian  papers  are  coming  to  hand  freely, 
and  flints  in  particular  are  fairly  plentiful. 
Big  quantities  of  marble  paper  are  on  order, 
but  deliveries  are  delayed  considerably 
through  congested  shipping.  It  is  said  that 
printings  and  writings  are  coming  through; 
but  if  so  they  are  not  much  in  evidence. 
There  could  be  nothing  better  for  the  English 
paper  trade  than  a  good  volume  of  imported 
paper  in  view  of  the  inability  of  our  own 
mills  to  cope  with  the  demand.  If  there  were 
good  prospects  of  getting  supplies  from  either 
Germany  or  Belgium —though  Belgium  can 
surely  have  no  writing  or  printing  papers  to 
spare— it  is  quite  on  the  cards  that  some  of  the 
paper  now  being  held  back  in  this  country 
would  emerge  for  sale,  and,  generally  speak- 
ing, prices  would  fall  a  bit.

A  scheme  for  the  establishment  of  a  State 
Printing  Works  in  this  country  is  at  present 
under  consideration,  and  although  it  has  not 
been  worked  out  in  all  the  detail,  a  decision 
has  already  been  arrived  at  that  a  London 
and  Country  works  will  be  established,  says  a 
writer  in  the  Civil  Service  Gazette.  During  the 
war  the  Stationery  Office  took  over  the  follow- 
ing large  printing  works,  and  ran  them  as 
Government  concerns:  Oldfield  Works, 
Camberwell,  used  for  printing  confidential 
Admiralty  papers;  Messrs.  Darlings,  New 
Broad-street,  E.C..  used  for  book  work  ; 
Messrs.  David  Allen  and  Sons,  Harrow, 
bought  by  the  Government, and  equipped  with 
special  machinery  for  printing  ration  books. 

The  point  at  present  under  discussion,  the 
writer  continues,  is  whether  one  of  these  firms, 
probably  the  Oldfield  Works,  Camberwell, 
should  be  converted  into  the  London  State 
Printing  Office,  or  whether  an  entirely  new 
place  should  be  built.  The  aim  of  the  officials 
concerned  is  to  make  our  new  State  Printing 
House  a  model  factory,  with  ideal  conditions, 
such  as  canteens,  rest  rooms,  and  every  com- 
fort for  the  men  and  women  workers.  This 
does  not  mean  that  the  new  factory  is  to  be 
an  additional  burden  to  the  taxpayer,  because 
according  to  the  balance-sheets  of  the  last 
two  or  three  years  this  can  be  done  without 
any  increased  cost  to  the  Treasury  at  all. 

A  decision  has  already  been  arrived  at  as 
regards  the  country  works,  which  will  be  that 
bought  by  the  Government  during  the  war,  at 
Harrow.  At  the  present  moment  H.M.  Sta- 
tionery Office  is  employing  a  printing  staff  of 
1.200,  both  men  and  women,  and  they  pay 
about  ((,"250,000  a  year  in  wages.  The  print- 
ing bills  of  this  Department  before  the  war 
amounted  to  £"500,000  a  year,  but  now,  owing 
to  120  per  cent,  increase  on  wages,  and  owing 
to  the  enormous  increase  in  the  volume  of  the 
work  they  average  two  millions  a  year. 

The  printing  done  for  the  Foreign  Office 
and  the  India  Office  will  also  come  under  this 
scheme.  The  press  in  connection  with  these 
Departments  used  to  be  under  the  control  of 
private  contractors,  but  now  forms  part  of  the 
printing  plant  belonging  to  H.M.  Stationery 
Office. 

The  establishment  of  the  printing  works  and 
the  reorganisation  of  the  Stationery  Office  is 
being  carried  out  under  the  guidance  of  a 
committee  of  five,  consisting  of  two  Depart- 
mental men,  one  technical  and  the  other 
administrative,  two  outside  men  expert  in  the 
management  of  printing  works,  and  the 
Deputy  Controller  of  the  Stationery  Office. 
Its  decisions  are  subject  to  Treasury  control, 
and  may  be  altered  at  will  by  the  new  Con- 
troller, Sir  R.  W.  Codling. 

The  writer  concludes  by  expressing  the 
opinion  that  such  an  establishment  will  be 
an  asset  to  the  State,  and  is  long  overdue. 
America,  he  says,  has  far  outstripped  us  in 
this  matter,  for  she  has  a  magnificent  State 
Printing  Office,  and  employs  from  4,000  to 
5,000  men  and  women.

Monthly  Meeting. 


The  usual  monthly  meeting  of  the  above

supporting. 

The  minutes  of  the  general  meeting  having 
been  read  and  confirmed,  several  items  of 
correspondence  were  dealt  with. 

The  secretary  (Mr.  Geo.  A.  Eden)  stated  that 
he  had  endeavoured  to  get  into  touch  with 
the  Costing  Committee  of  the  Federation  of 
Master  Printers  with  a  view  to  securmg  one 
of  their  experts  to  give  them  a  lecture  on 
costing.  .  He  had  since  received  a  letter  from 
Mr.  A.  Williamson  promising  to  deliver  such 
a  lecture  at  the  next  monthly  meetmg,  April 
13th.  As  an  outcome  of  the  correspondence, 
it  was  carried  by  a  vote  of  the  meeting  that 
the  official  text-book  on  "  Costing  "  should  be 
purchased  for  the  general  use  of  members  of 
the  Association. 

.A  new  member,  Mr.  A.  Germaney— (bind- 
ing)-Waterlow  and  Sons,  Dunstable,  was 
unanimously  elected  to  membership. 

The  next  item  considered  was  the  annual 
dinner.  The  Secretary  announced  on  behalf 
of  his  co-stewards  that  they  had  great  diffi- 
culty in  procuring  a  suitable  venue  for  this 
event.  However,  they  had  been  successful  in 
securing  accommodation  at  the  Connaught 
Rooms  for  April  17th,  and  he  hoped,  with  the 
presence  of  the  ladies,  they  would  give  this 
function  their  whole-hearted  support,  es- 
pecially as  the  event  is  anticipated  to  excel 
anything  previously  attempted  by  the  Asso- 
ciation.

The  discussion  next  turned  to  types  of 
machinery  now  on  the  market,  and  the 
following,  among  others,  were  specially  dealt 
with  :— The  "  Seybold,"  Smyth  No.  4  Sewer, 
Brehmers,  the  Boston,  the  Miller  Feeder  and 


the  "  Cleveland  "  folding  machine.  The  latter 
came  in  for  special  mention  ;  one  speaker  re- 
marking that  no  matter  what  imposition 
scheme  the  compositor  used  the  machine 
would  fold  in  correct  order  of  pages. 

After  some  further  references  to  various 
kinds  of  punching  and  indexing  machines 
the  discussion  was  brought  to  a  close,  those 
present  expressing  the  view  that  the  evening 
had  been  usefully  spent.

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To  the  new  complete  catalogue  of  the  pub- 
lications of  the  Cambridge  University  Press, 
there  is  prefixed  an  interesting  note  on  Cam- 
bridge printing.     The  first  name  mentioned  is 
that  of  John  Lair,  of  Siegburg,  the  friend  of 
Erasmus,  who  settled  in  Cambridge  in  1521, 
nearly  400  years  ago,  and  is  known  to  history 
as  John  Siberch,  the  first  Cambridge  printer. 
In  1534  Henry  VIII.  granted  to  the  University 
Letters  Patent  "to  elect  three  stationers  and 
printers  or  sellers  of  books  residing  within  the 
University  to  print  books  of  every  kind  that 
have  been  approved  by  the  Chancellor."    For 
some  50  years,  however,  this  privilege  was  not 
used,  probably  owing  to  the  opposition  of  the 
Stationers'  Company  and  to  the  religiouscon- 
troversies  of   the   period.     Thomas  Thomas, 
however,  was  appointed  printer  in  1582,  but 
the  stationers  seized  his  press;    but  after  a 
conference    with    Lord    Burleigh,    the    grant 
of  1534  was  confirmed,  and  since  that  time  the 
office   of   University    Printer   has   been    filled 
without   intermission,    and    later  Charles  I. 
confirmed  "all   privileges  and   immunities" 
granted  in  1534.     Thomas  Back,  appointed  in 
1625,  was  the  printer  of  the  first  Cambridge 
Bible.     In    1655   he    was    succeeded   by  John 
Field,   who    built   a   new   printing   house   in 
Silver-street  which  remained  in  use  till  1827. 
In  1698,  owing  to  the  efforts  of  Richard  Bent- 
ley,  great  extensions  were  effected  ;  a  body  of 
"  Curatores  Praeli  Typographic, "  the  direct 
predecessors  of  the  present  Press  Syndics,  were 
appointed,  and   from   this   time  forward  the 
University   accepted   responsibility    for  each 
book   produced.     In    1824,  as   new   buildings 
were  urgently  needed,  part  of  the  surplus  fund 
for  erecting  a  statue  of  William  Pitt  was  de- 
voted to  the  erection  of  new  Press  buildings, 
and  the  first   stone   of   what  is  now  known 
as  the  Pitt  Press  building  was  laid  in  1831. 
Of  the  nineteenth  century  University  printers 
the  best   known   are   perhaps  J.  W.    Parker, 
1836-54,  the  first  to  introduce  steam  power ; 
C.    J.    Clay,  a   member   of   the   well-known 
printing  family  who  entered  into  partnership 
with  the  University  in  1854,  in  which  partner- 
ship his  sons,  John  and  C.  F.  Clay,  were  after- 
wards associated.     When  i\Ir.  John  Clay  died 
in  1916,  Mr.  J.  B.  Peace,  Fellow  of  Emmanuel 
College,  the  present  printer,  was  appointed. 
The  systematic    publication   of    educational 
books  was  commenced  in   1875  with   the  in- 
auguration of  the  "  Pitt  Press  Series."   In  that 
year  the  complete  catalogue  extended  to  14 
pages.    The  present  catalogue,  covering  210 
pages,  is  the  best  evidence  of  the  remarkable 
development  and  extension   which  has  taken 
place  during  the  intervening  45  years.
